REGINA—It was a comfortable 
den and the man seated so com¬ 


fortably in the big chair before the 
shelves of books of medical and 
Canadian history—to each of which 
he has contributed his share — 
said, “it was quite a place for a 
sanatorium. 

"There was,” continued Dr. J. B. 
Ritchie, referring to the old sana¬ 
torium at Frank “that awful wind 
coming out of that tunnel they call 
the Crows Nest Pass, and the nice 
clean mountain air the patients 
were supposed to enjoy was full of

“Furthermore,” he continued, “the 
patients were supposed to have 
plent yof rest. Even that was diffi¬ 
cult at any hour. Rocks kept tumb¬ 
ling from Turtle Mountain scaring 
the daylights out of us, and trains 
that could be heard for miles went 
by night and day.” 

There was one thing in the rail¬ 
way’s favor, however. The patients 
got their relaxation and entertain¬ 
ment by sitting on the lawn and 
waving to the crews. 

“The patients could wave at pe¬ 
destrians on the road, but that 
wasn’t much fun because pedestri¬ 
ans seldom waved back,” he laugh¬ 
ed. “The citizens of Frank, Blair- 
more land Coleman thought the san 
was such a dangerous place they 
always passed it wearing handker¬ 
chiefs over their faces.” 

Dr. Ritchie was superintendeui 
of the institution which had been 
built privately as a place where 
arthritic patients went for sulphur 
baths in tubs, of galvanized iron, 
six feet long and three feet wide, 
i-i the basement. The government 
took over tile building in 1917 to 
accommodate 'returning soldiers— 
suffering from tuberculosis. 

“It was a great place to have a 
bath and that’s about all I can say 
for it,” laughed Dr. Ritchie, son of 
a Bruce County school teacher, who 
was rather .upset when the boy de¬ 
cided in grade 12 that he had had 
enough schooling so went to work 
piling slabs. 

In the fall of 1907, slowed by a 
bout with typhoid fever, the sou 
decided his father was light. An 
education could lead to a better 
fuuture than moving great piles of 
slabs. So young Ritchie went to 
college iu Winnipeg, planning to be 
a teacher. 

After graduation he taught at an 
Indian reservation in Saskatche¬ 
wan's Qu'Appelle Valley. A neigh¬ 
bor who was teaching to earn mo«- 
ey to continue his medical course, 
suggested Ritchie should take up 
medicine. He was in his third year 
of study when war broke out and 
Ills whole class went overseas as 
buck privates. 

He was returned home to com 
plete his studies. In 1916 he re-en¬ 
listed with a commission, but in¬ 
stead of going back overseas, as he 
wanted, he was assigned to a sana¬ 
torium near Brandon and then to 
“this three-storey frame fire trap” 
at Frank. 

Little was known about tubercu¬ 
losis in those days. Frank, which 
contributed coal due to the sput¬ 
um, did not add much to the re¬ 
search, either. 

Some authorities thought patients 
should have plenty of exercise. 
Others that patients should have 

When Dr. Ritchie arrived to find 
patients who had been climbing 
mountains and smoking big black 
cigars were not doing so well, he 
closed his open mind and adopted 
a policy of rest and relaxation, as 
noisy and difficult as it was. 

Dr. Ritchie,— who would also 
make trips to Michel, 60 miles over 
a winding mountain road to help a 
doctor who had a delightful habit 
or operating in the middle of the 


night _ was both superintendent 
and missionary at Frank, * 

"Once we assured the citizens of 
the Pass, who were shocked when 
the patients attended church, that 
there was no harm in visiting us." 
he laughed, "they rallied around 
and those Welsh miners put on 
some of the best minstrel shows 
I've ever seen. It was much more 
relaxing than watching the trains 
go by." 

One day the wind blew in a young 
officer. He said the army had sent 
him to maintain discipline. Unfor¬ 
tunately the army had not told 
him what kind of discipline he was 
to maintain in a sanatorium. Dr. 
Ritchie told him to spend his time 
reading. He said if the building had 
not been torn down he would bo 
sure the man would still he there, 
and still reading. 

After Dr. A. M. Baker arrived 
and got over the shock of finding 
coal dust, in samples of saliva, he 
and Dr. Ritchie worked on plans 
for the Central Alberta Sanatorium 
in Calgary. Dr. Ritchie was a great 
help. He knew exactly what should 

Dr. Ritchie's last duty at Frank 
was his happiest. He condemned the 
building. He was then sent to Cal¬ 
gary to direct a military hospital 
- i! grew to be the Col. Belcher— 
but instead of peace and quiet he 
•stepped into the influenza epi¬ 
demic.

Standardization of provincial leg¬ 
islation governing school buses, the 
effectiveness of apparatus for alco¬ 
hol tests in traffic cases and the 
need for an increase in traffic en¬ 
forcement personnel will be among 
the subjects before the Canadian 
Highway Safety Conference’s na¬ 
tional meeting in Edmonton May 5, 

8 and 7. 

More than 400 people are expect- 
t ! to attend. General chairman will 
h the Hon. Gordon Taylor, Alberta 
Minister of Highways. 

Plenary and committee sessions 
will examine the progress in the 
development of a Signs Manual. 
Marled a year ago. This manual is 
expected to facilitate the standard¬ 
ization of traffic signs and signals 
in all provinces. Specific subjects 
i i be dealt with will include stand¬ 
ardization of provincial regulations 
concerning school buses . . . their 
size, color, maintenance, use on the 
highway and the capability of their 
drivers. 

The significance of alcohol in 
connection with road traffic will 
In- examined, and the effectiveness 
i alcohol testing apparatus in 
court will be evaluated. The Con¬ 
ference’s committee on laws and 
enforcement will probe the need for 
more trained traffic enforcement 
personnel. This need, it is claimed, 
follows the increasing traffic con¬ 
gestion and its resultant increase 
m highway hazards, in both urban 
and rural areas. 

During this meeting the Confer¬ 
ence will present its annual cita¬ 
tion awards to nearly 80 Canadian 
communities with at least a year 
without a traffic fatality. The Carol 
Lane Awards, won by women’s or¬ 
ganizations for outstanding high¬ 
way cafety activities, will also be 
presented.
